On 02/27/2015 the Burlington Police responded Hannaford grocery store on North Avenue 

for a reported theft.  When officers arrived on scene they learned the theft was an attempted 

robbery from the pharmacy. 

 

The suspect gave the pharmacist a note demanding narcotics from the opiate family.   No 

threats were issued, no weapons were displayed and no one was injured during the incident.  

The suspect subsequently fled the store, on foot, without any narcotics in hand.   A K-9 unit 

was summoned and conducted a track, but eventually lost the scent in the vicinity of North 

Avenue.   

 

The suspect is described as a white male, 20s, 5'10 - 6'2, large build, wearing a black hood, a 

black mask which covered the lower half of his face, a black jacket with a white Michael 

Jordan emblem on the left breast and purple sleeves, and grey sweatpants.
